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Says 



the Death of His Son was Due 
to Falling on Open Blade 



While William Young, Ihn man who 
stabbed bis ton, James, tasb Monday eve* 
nlng retained the strictest silence oeereinco 
bin arrest. A full mid complete interview 
with tho prisoner as he tat iuhia cell in tin; 
county jail was hnd. 

Crying' between remarks, Young told of 
tho terrible tragedy ntid Impressed upon 
the reporter that bo wns innocent of wrong 
Intentions; that ho hover meant to lull hia 
eon; that tho young man merely felt on the 
open knife; that bo seldom bad quarrels 
with bis wife; tli ut ho loved his son and lie 
wnB tho (lower of his life; that ho does not 
now care what happens to him,' whether he 
bos any defense or not. 

It waa a most remark-able Interview with 
tho man who will shortly bo brought up for 
trial for murder of hia eon, In one of tho 
most repulsive cri mca that tho county 
has seen in year*, for, aa everybody says; 
1 It is bad enough to kill a stranger, but when 
one kills his own son A lis pretty fierce.' 

lie wot aikcd to explain certain matters 
in connection wit h (ho tragedy and at first 
said be bad nothing to say, that it waa too 
terrible to talk about. He waa allied if 
there had been anything In the papers about 
the affair, saying that he had looked thru 
tho paper he held in his band. It was then 
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called to bis attention that it waa Monday's 
paper. 

Here is what Young said in substance In 
Teply to questions: 

• "I and my wife had been to town in the 
afternoon and returned homo shortly before 
five o'clock. I was standing in the kitchen 
and she had a milk pan in her hand. She 
had lately been complaining about the 
. heavy work on the farm- and. we got to 
arguing matters. Finally wo. got rather 
heated and I tossed acocoaniit I hold in my 
hand at her and struck themilk pan, I tho't 
the noise wood' make her think I was ang- 
ry nn'd would help make her keep still. 1 told 
her to stop her chewing and then I walked 
away-froni her. 

"My little nine yenr old girl then rushed 

to the barn and called my son, James, nnd 

hocnuio to tho house. At that time I wns 

standing outside the kitchen, just off the 

stoop. He.camoup tome and asked me 

'what I wns doing. I said 'nothing' but 

ho replied that I waa striking hia mother 

and that I must stop it. I stopped upon 

tho porch, about 14 inches high. I stood 

there mid ho insisted that 1 had again been 

- striking bis mother. I sai tl I bad not hut 

.ho mado a pass at me and tried to strike 

mo but he failed to reach me. 

"I held the open knife in my hand and 
as be made tho ; pass, be" appnrontly foil 
over a stick and fell oh tho.porcli on hia Bide, 

I guess ho must have, fallen on the bliulo 
but ho got up and made a rush to the. wood 
pile, apparently to get a stick of' wood, I 
knew that ho bad struck tho knife buL I felt 
that It men ly. bit bia hand, j never^for a 
moment realised that it struck hie body as 
it did, *■ ■ 

"I did not wait to tee 'what, happened, 
but- walked into the bouse nnd into my bed' 
room whoirel got iuy revolver nnd Btarted' 
off to ^neighbor's, lintonded to go there 
and remain until my son's fit of anger, abut-' 
ed'V 

"Did yoii have any words with your wife. 
. at the tluior ' was asked. 

"Not a word, I merely walk ed out of the 
house,' ';,'»:WM tho' reply, 
. "She claims that, as youpasscd'her, you 
told her to get out of the way or you would 
: kill her." 



"I never said that at all, I merely pushed 
her to one aide nnd wnlkcd away. I did not 
make n threat. 

"I went to the neighbor's nnd. remained 
there until the officers cama after me. I 
did not know that my son was dead when 
they came, I merely thought they were ar- 
resting me for the trouble 'J'bey never told 
me he was dead nnd 1 dtd ntit know it un- 
til morning, God knows I wns surprised 
and' grieved beyond "eipcssioii." 

Asked as to why he took the revolver 
when ho toft the house, Young said that 
ho thought hit son was coming niter him 
with n stick of wood. 

"1 Intended to show. him the gun and 
tell him that I would use it if ho mado nn 
attack upon me hut I never intended to 
shoot him, not for a minute. 1 had to pro* 
tect myself been ime, on various occasions, 
he had told me that ho would 'fix' me. I 
therefore feared he might try to harm me. 
I am all crippled up from rheumatism and 
I woe In no condition to stand up against 
him If he mado an attack. No, 1 did not 
intend to shoot him. 

"James bad n quick temper and I knew 
It, but I nover expected tbia turn of affairs 
for he was the (lower of my life. For a 
few yen™ I bad been anable, through rhuc- 
matism, to do anything on the farm and 
he had looked after the place for mo. I was 
delighted to think that I bad a eon who 
could do it and he waa tho pride of my 
life. I used to help him in the chorea aa 
much oa I could but be ran the farm and I 
was glad to have hiiu. He waa ono of the 
best boys In the county and now he is dead 
I don't know what I shall da.' 1 

Asked if be bad retained counsel be 
said: "I haven't done bo nnd I don't know 
I shall. I don't seem to care what- becomes 
of me now for it is a terrible thing and I 
can't understand it, • 

Asked as to bia trouble with hia wife, 
Young said he bad not quarreled. with her 
much, that they had spats but that > t was all. 
He said ho had always provided well for 
Ins family, had always managed to send 
his eon to school nnd tried, because be was 
bia only bod, to do all ho- could for him. 

He Baid bia wife bod lately becomo dis- 
satisfied with the work on the farm, believ- 
ing they bad to much milk to handle, etc. 
Their farm ia ISO acres and Young says be 
owns it and hard work paid for it. He Bays 
he was practically retired and looked to the 
eon to support biiu the remainder of his 
llfe.. v 

'•Now ho ia pone, I don't care what hap- 
pens to me, I never, meant to barm him," 
was bin remark every few momenta. 

As the tragedy took place in the rear of 
the yard and outside' of view of the wife, 
the only person who saw the affair nnd saw 
it dimly at that was the hired man, He 
told bow be stood in tho barndoor asthejson 
wont to the house and he sawhlmgoup to 
his father. Thoy stood there a minute and 
then he says the father throw the coconuut 
ut the son'a head, Then something hap- 
pened but be could not tell what it was as 
the boy Blood between him and the father. 
Be explained, however, that) as he walked 
away toward the orchard after the father 
had gone inside, the son held his hand over 
hia heart and be was all doubled up as be 
walked away. 

The hired man couldn't tell whether the 
father bad stabbed blm as they were talk- 
ing or not. 

The little girl told of the trouble, between 
tbe mother and tho .father but added that 
the latter did not strike her mother so far 
us ehe Baw, , 

By a strange coincidence, of facts, it de- 
velops that through tho murder of bis son, 
James, William Young has come ihto v lino 
for one-fourth claim to tho farm which his 
own father bad not seen fit' to will to him 
directly, In other words, because be killed 
his ton by stabbing blm, the. man now 
confined In the couuly jail is ono of his 
heirs and will have a fourth interest in a 
valuable fttVin. 

It seems that the senior Young's father, 
(grandfather of tbe victim), left the farm 
to his grandson James, malting n provision 
that his own son, (the man charged .with 
murder), should have a life interest In the 
place, that he should run it during his life 
uftor which it was to go to tho grandson 
outright. 

Now, through the tragedy in which .the. 
senior Young killed hia own child, the 
property became a part of the estate of tbe 
^son James. As hie father, the accused 
murderer becomes one of four helra to fho 
son's property which represents consider- 
able beside* tho farm, The other heirs are 
his mother and two sisters, making' in all 
four claim anta to .the farm and : money, 
which will be thrown into court as a result 
of tho terrible tragedy. In other words, 
part of the victim's own money will likely 
be used .by the father ia defending bis 
neck. 
Saturday afternoon Judd Von Deuser, 



a brother-in-law of Young, w«nt to Wau* 
kegan for the express purpose of calling on 
tho man charged with the murder of his 
ton, nnd the relative went to (ho county 
jail where he spent considerable time talk- 
ing to tho unfortunate man, The purpose 
of the visit, was to sec what Yrmng want- 
ed done with hia property. The relatives 
talked matters over and the belief was thai 
the proper course would be to have the 
courts name a man who would net m n 
Bort of receiver. . 

Young agreed to tbe suggestion and 
and they finally agreed to have W. Weat- 
takfl, of Antlocli, tnke charge of the Young 
nffairs and look after them until formal 
action Gin be taken. Likely Wcstlnke Will 
be selected by the court In case he is will- 
ing. 

Young received hia relative in a very 
cordial manner, acting perfectly cool and 
calm and talking nbout mattcra as if noth- 
ing had happened only what was right, 
He maintained to thorn that bo waa inno- 
cent of any intentional wrong, explaining 
that it waa all accidental. 



BARN BURNED At GILMER 



FIRE AT BLUFF LAKE

The New Residence of tho Ayllng 
Burned to the Ground 

At 11:30 o'clock Tuesday evening the 
beautiful new family residence being built 
by the Ay ling Bros, of Chicago, situated on 
the north shore of Bluff Lake wns burned 
to* the ground. 

-Carpenters, plumbers and painters were 
about to complete their work this week and 
tho bouse was being furnished, although 
the entire outfitting bad not yet arrived, 

Had' there been any wind tho entire 
surrounding build in ga would have been 
consumed also,, but they were badly 
rco relied. 

Tbe house was a modern ono, being fit- 
ted with gas, steam beat, water worka and 
every convenience rlecessary for tbe com- 
fort of tho occupants, and was intended to 
be used by the family the year round. 

The cost of the building was 810,000 
with nn insurance of 95,000 

The carpenters, plumbers nnd painters 
lost their tools which were in the burned 
building. The cause of the lire Is unknown 



Everything Except House Destroyed by Fire 
Boy Narnmly Escapes. 

At four o'clock Saturday afternoon work- 
men on the Ernest Pott's farm, Bouth of 
Gilmer, wore mirprUcd to bcg flames shoot- 
ing akywnrd from the atrawstack at the 
rear of tbe barn whore they were at work. 
There was a benvy wind and immediately 
the 11 am ps caught the woodwork of tho 
.hern.. 

Despite efforts of the men and neighbors 
it eeemedan incredibly abort time before 
all the building* on tbe farm were afiume. 

Tbe cattle were in the born at tho out- 
break of tbe conflagration and Ernest Potts, 
Jr., sou of the owner of tho place, rushed 
Into the barn nnd succeeded in releasing all 
but three of them but barely escaped with 
his life in doing so. ■ Three of the cattle 
were burned and Potts wased badly injured 
by the fulling of the upper floor of the barn 
that be bad to be carried from the build- 
ing nnd the atteneonco of a physician was 
found necessary. 

Everything on tbe place with the excep- 
tion of tbe dwelling house woe burned. 
Barns, granaries, ben house and all the out- 
buildings were consumed within tbe space 
of an hour and a half. The smoke and tbe 
Humes could be seen for miles and caused 
considerable apeculation in the little village 
of Diamond Lake, Rockefeller and Ivanhoe 
as well as Gilmer, 

Tbe loss is pnrtially covered by insurance 
in the EIn company, but the toss it ia un- 
derstood will be quito heavy.

GOVERNMENT SEIZES 
PACKAGE OF CIGARS 

The United Stales government bns seized 
a puree! addressed to Itiidd Hermann of 
Kenosha, on tbe grounds that it contain- 
ed goods Buitable to duty, which were be- 
ing transported through the United States 
mails without the little formality of pay- 
ing the duty on them, .Some of tbe friends 
of the Kenosha man, residing in Germany 
decidod to send him some cigars, and the 
cigars, two hundred in number, bad been 
carefully wrapped , in other merchandise. 
The whole was Bent by parcel post to 
Hermann at Eenosba. Before he tastes of 
tbe delighta of cigars from the* fatherland 
ho will bo forced to settle with his '-"Uncle 
Sam" to the tune of 610.M. Hermann waa 
probably entirely innocent of any wrong 
doing, but he will be forced to foot the bill 
and the present will be a costly ono for 
him, * . 

The parcel containing the smuggled cig- 
ars was of a very ordinary 'appearance, but 
as It came from a foreign country tbe post- 
al officials stopped it when it arrived in 
New York and proceeded to open it. In 
tbe parcel was "found a small quantity' of 
merchandise while in tho center were the 
eiimra. Notwithstanding tho fact that 
there were 200 of tbe cigars the government 
agent valued them at only 81, 50, and under 
the law tho duty on them will amount to CO 
cents. The government, however, did not 
overlook tho violation of the law and a fine 
of £9 94 was tacked on just to show that 
whan' cigars nre brought In from Germany 
they must be paid for. 

Hermann haa not aa yot called nt the post- 
office to claim his parcel and It is possible 
that he will be willing to allow the post- 
master to smoke the cigars in lieu of paying 
tho fine and duty on tho parcel. 
- This is the first time nnythihg has been 
aiezed In tho Kenosha office for non-payment 
of duty, nnd tho law is. not exactly clear to 
the officials, .It would seem unreasonable, 
for the fine to be collectable against the 
Kenosha man at he was in no way connect- 
ed with the pending of the parcel, but.be 
will bavo to pay tbe fine and run the risk 
if getting a rbbato from the man who sent 
tho parcel. Foreigners in the city receive 
many parcels fram their native countries,, 
but it Ib seldom that ono is held up by the 
department at Washington. 

Tho people should advise their friends 
that the laws governing tbe sending of mer- 
chandise through the mails provide for tbe 
collection of the same duty as if the goods 
were imported by eteomor.

It waa expected that Coroner Taylor of 
Lake County would take a hand in Z ion's 
nfTaira and investigate the manner of death 
of Mrs. Ruth Cantal, wife of Overseer Har- 
ry E, Cantcl, who died early Saturday 
morning without medical attention. She 
was surrounded for several buura by over- 
seers and elders, who prayed for her safe 
delivery from the cricis of- childbirth, but 
advise from visitors In tbe city that a 
physician should be called was ignored, 
, Coroner Taylor stated be would not in- 
terfere with the regular burial proceedings 
unlesi action were requested by Overseer 
John G. Speicber, health commissioner 
for Zion. The latter declared thnt, as a 
certified physician, he would issue a reg- 
ular burial permit, and thnt the funeral, 
in consideration oE Zion's rule against 
Sunday death rites, will be performed 
cither on Saturday afternoon or on Mon- 
day. 

Overseer Cantel was formerly in charge 
of the church work in Great Britain, nnd 
ciime with bis wife to Zion City last Feb- 
ruary. He made his home in Elijah 
hospice. 



John Alexander Dowie practically ended 
his career Sunday amidst the snme sort of 
turbulence nnd rioting that attended his 
advent in Chicago thirteen years ngo. 

Torn clothes, bloody faces, the hood- 
looms and cat-ail Is and jeers of a hoodlum 
audience that bad gathered to look upon a 
"curiosity" were incidents of what was in 
all likelihood his final public appearance 
as they were of his Michigan avenue taber- 
nacle gatherings of the dnys when he was 
hooted in the streets by gangs of gamins 
and vagrants. 

"Tho First j Apostal" tried to bold a 
meeting late in the afternoon in the taber- 
nacle he had built in Zion City. He tried 
to win back with mingled threats and 
promises the allegiance of his rebellious 
followers. Ho tried to tongue-lash and 
confound hia enemies, as he did in the 
days when he was nt the height of hia 
power. 

But ho failed in all things and left tbe 
building borne up In the arms oE two burly 
negroes, a tottering, feoble old man, whose 
life was run and whose power bad passed. 

Tho few who remained loyal to the "First 
Apostle'' realized the sad estate into which 
their leader had fallen and from Sunday's 
fiasco they learned that it is past all hope 
of being amended. For while Dowie waa 
leaving tbe tabernacle to a chorus of jeers 
and tbe noisy shuffling of the irreverent 
feet of a horde of boys, Voliva waa holding 
a big and orderly meeting at the college 
building. Consequently the darkest gloom 
has fallen apon the faithful few. . 

The riot was sot serious- in the matter of 
bloodshed. A dozen faces were scratched, 
a score of coats were torn and Policeman 
McCormickhad the tuck of tho peacemaker 
—he got the worst of it. While the trouble 
was in progress some thirty or more blowa 
were struck. 

There .were 600 in the audience. A 
hundred of them were his own adherents; 
perhaps many more were ZioniteB who have 
espoused the cause of Voliva nnd tbe re- 
mainder were boys and tho curious from 
Waukegan and other nearby places, 

Dowie appeared at the early morning 
service and spoke to a mere handful. He 
bad husbanded bis feeble powers for tbe 
afternoon gathering. His son Gladstone 
accompanied him and sat in his gorgeously 
embroidered garments that he put on for 
tbe first time two Sundays ago. . 

"Glad rags," the hoodlums oE the aud- 
ience named them aloud when they caught 



sight of him, and they cheered sarcastically. 
- Sitting in hisblgarm-cbnir, Dowie said: 
"I find tho death rate 1b rapidly increasing, 
which shows that the pmyom oE those re-' 
be) I ins, self-chosen overseers ore not being 
heeded, 

"Don't forgot," he went on, "that the 
Christian Catholic Apostolic church is 
under my banner. Remember that tbe 
apostolic church under those rebel b dees 
not exist. They were removed as soon as 
they rebelled against me. They nre thieves 
nnd robbers!" 

"Oh Bbut up! You took all the money 1" 

"Never! Nover! Liar!" The audience 
jeered back at him, nnd Dowie Bank In his 
chair weak and trembling. 

"Pay your debts," clamored the crowd; 
"Give back the money I annk in your 
Mexican scheme," they shouted. 

"John Alexander Dowie always pays hia 
debts," Dowie answered and there wore 
more criea of "Liar!" 

That was where tbe riot began. ' Some- 
one grabbed Gould, the whiten aired leader 
of tbe disturbers. B. F. Morris, Dowie 'a 
colonel of tbe Zion Guards, jerked the old 
man from his seat, and a dozen interfered. 
Gladstone Dowie took a band and every- 
one rushed to that part of tho tabernacle. J 
Women screamed, men shouted and boy a 
mounted benches and bowled nnd whistled. 
On the platform, Arrington waa beseech- 
ing tbe crowd to be orderly, but the crowd 
refused until Policeman McCormick got. 
into the thick oE tho melee and pried, the 
combatants apart. After ten minutes, 
order waa restored nnd Dowie proceeded. 

"I am here to answer every charge 
against me," he said. "While John Alex- 
ander Dowie ruled at Zion there waa peace 
and plenty there; a square meal was never 
lacking," 

"Not In Shiloh House," cried aa urchin. , 

"John Alexander Dowie loves Zion," be 
said. "In proof of that be boa by will left 
.to .it Jn perpetuity. 97 per cent, of all be 
bos. Guess that's pretty good, isn't it?" 

The audience laughed. 

"There will be more deaths in Zion if 
this rebellion ia continued," his auger 
rising again, but tbe crowd jeered eo that 
he gave up and tbe meeting broke up in a 
tumult. 

There was an attempt to bold the cus- 
tomary after meeting, but ' though the 
policemen cleared tbe tabernacle of all but 
Dowie's own followers the crowd stamped- 
ed back nnd the effort ended in disorder.

BIG FACTORY FIRE 
AT NORTH CHICAGO 

That the plants of the Chicago Hardware 
Foundry Co. and the Chicago . Harhware 
company, together witha number of dwell- 
ings situated just west of those places, were 
not wiped "out by the fire at the Raven 
Mining Co.'b plant at North Chicago 
Saturday afternoon was due to the fact that 
the wind remained in a strictly westerly 
direction. Had it veered even for a few 
minutes, the two largest factories in the 
village would have been destroyed no mat- 
ter how hard efforts were expended to save 
them. 

. As it was, the plant of the Raven Min- 
ing Co.. was burned to tbe ground and all 
its contents were destroyed. While the 
Iosb is complete, the villagers are congrat- 
ulating themsolves that the .blaze dtd not 
result any more disastrously than it did. 
For a long time the whole factory " district 
and residence portion of many of 'the em- 
ployee was in danger which caused occup- 
ants to be all ready to make for a safer 
resting place. ^ ■ 

Never before hereabouts have- the fire- 
men worked under bucIi adverse conditions 
bo far as smoke and gas was concerned, 
The contents of tho plant destroyed, a rub- 
ber Bubtance, hud tbe result of sending up 
the moat dense smoke imaginable and all 
that could be done was to throw water on 
the west side entirely, Tho volume of 
smoke arising and blown east was- such 
that a person could not' have lived a mom- 
ent within almost a hundred yards of it. 
Therefore, if the wind hod eb'if tod to tho 
east, the firemen would have found it ut- 
terly. Impossible to remain near the other 
and fight the flames as the smoke would 
bavo, driven "them away. 

The, wind blew a gale all during the flro, 
being one of the strongest winds of tbe. 
season. 

The exact origin of the fire will likely 
never be known, It Is believed it was 
caused by a spark flying from ' the Cupola 
to a taisk of oil about "40 ft. from the build- 
ing.. The latter place is .where the; 1 'first 
blaze- was discovered, and, had there been 
Buflicent water, it believed it 'could have 
been put out. Tho fire was discovered at 
8; 80 o'clock. 



Struck by Fast Train and Hurled About 
Thirty Feet In the Air. 

Herman Scbenk, who was engaged in 
the mason contracting business in Barring- 
ton for years, and afterward e removed to 
Palatine nnd engaged in the same busi- 
ness, was t track by the North Western 
fast mail trail Friday morning at a Pal- 
atine crossing. 

The accident occurred shortly before sev- 
en o'clock, before tbe creasing gate man 
bad commenced work. Mr. Schenk had 
just Btarted to cross, not -noticing the ap- 
proaching train, and the bona was fairly 
on the track when tbe engine struck squnr- 

ly. 

Tho .impact was so Bavere that Mr, 
Scbenk was burled thirty or forty feet in- 
to the, air, Btrikinglbe ground on his head' 
He received a severe cut on his head and 
it is thought that he may have received 
severe internal injuries. 

The injured man was given treatment 
immediately by Dr. Schierding. * 

The horse was ground into pulp under 
the wheels of the train, and tho wagon 
wns smashed.

Confidence In Leaders Seems on the Wane 
Large Numbers Leaving Dairy ■ 

A general exodus is in progress from Zion 
City, 

People are leaving by scores and hundeda 
in vans, wagons, buggies; on trains, and 
any other way to get out. 
i Hundreds are leaving daily, packing their 
goods, such as nre left, and going away to 
other near-by and far-away towns to get 
work by which to keep from starving to 
death. 

The people soem to have lost confidence 
in both Vdlvia and Dowie, and while hun- 
dreds will stick to tho banner of the whito 
dove, whichever side wlnB.itia.prophesied 
by, one of the f aimers .on the., limits of the 
own, that within three weeks there will 
not bo two thousand people in Zion City. 

Hand HArvoBting. * t 
T wo- thirds of the' liay i and grain la 
Germany is still harvested by band. 
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Fishermen will do well to take notice of 
the opinion just recently handed down by 
Attorney General W. H. Stead, at Spring- 
field in regard to a question in the fish, and 
game law. According to tho attorney's 
opinion it is against the law to use a trout 
line for fishing during the spawning season, 
which is from April 15 to June I. 

His definition of a trout line simply con- 
sists oE one long line, with numerous short- 
er ones attached at intervale. A targe num- 
ber of anglera in this section usual ly take 
a trout or what is usually called a throw 
line with numerous books on it nnd in a 
boat drop the same through the center of 
tho stream, the upper end of the line being 
anchored with a heavy weight while the 
lower end of the usual 200-foot line is tied to 
a plank. Every little while the fisherman 
picks up the line commencing at the plank 
taking off the fish and reuniting ns they 
proceed up the line.' . 

Many fishermen believe that the exception 
of hook and lino permits the use oE the trout 
lino. Mr. Stead, however declared that 
hook nnd line must be taken in the singular 
sense only and that the trout- line comes 
under the bead oE the .section. o£ tbe law. 
which reads, "Device other than book 
and line," Only the pole and tint) oE the 
amatuer is permissible during the closed 
season.

Naturally the President meant just what 
he said when bo pitched into the Jinn with 
the Muck Rake. But few of hla public ut- 
terances have been more distorted and mis- 
understood. What the President was in- 
veighling against was sensationalism, the 
baseless sensational ism that has happily al- 
most run its course in the yellow ami would- 
be yellow journals of tbe country. This 
country has been undergoing n great wave 
of moral awakening and reform. In some 
(lunrlera, and from purely sordid motives, 
the reform has verged on moral hysteria. 
It was this that the President was striking 
nt. He did not mean that the exposure of 
corruption wherever it exists was Muckrak- 
ing. He knows, few better, that 
there are moral ploRUo spotB all over Ibis 
country and that they have to bo raked. 
He knows too that they are as offensive to 
men who have to do the raking as to the 
public that sees them uncovered. But work 
of this sort is clean In tbo doing though it 
may be foul in the ^corruption it, exposes. 
However, corruption that is not exposed is 
never eradicated and the more honor is due 
to the snna and sober writers, prosecuting 
attorneys iinrt other investigators who have 
taken a hand in the cleaning up of tho po- 
litical moral mistiness. ' The very agents of 
the President have had in what has recent- 
ly come to be called ■'Muckraking". The 
report of Commissioner Garfield ou the cor- 
ruption of the Standard Oil Company was 
Muckraking of a sort, but it was a sort 
for which tho President highly commended 
him. The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion is just now engaged on a job of tho 
same sort. It is uncovering nil sorts of 
corruption, collusion und law breaking in 
the coal carrying business. It has only 
just touched pn the soft coal carrying roads 
and probably will find things equally bad 
wbon it cornea to the hard coal and the 
oil roaila. But nobody is going to accuse 
Chairman Knappof beingaMuckrakorfor 
nil he may discover. The same ia true of 
Gov. Folk and District Attorney Jerome 
nail a lot of other good solid men of both 
parties all over the country who nre inok- 
inga business of digging up corruption 
and seeing that itia disposed of in a,u effect- 
ive and ennitary way. No one need run 
away with the idea that the President wob 
hitting at such men as these when he talked 
of Muckraking. They ore mon of his own 
sort and heis the sort to uphold them in 
their work. Sooner or later, it is to be 
hoped, tho need for such exposures will have 
ceased. But in tho meantime there is stilt 
need for the Muckrake sanely and judicious: 
ly applied and it is only to bo hoped that so 
long as the need exists there will be men 
found to ply the lowly instrument fearlessly.

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Elmer De Vol Sends One of Hie 

Circulars Direct to One of 

Government's Agents; 

Arrest Follows 

Elmer Do Vol, a prominent cltiKtm of 
Waukeenn, waived examination boforo 
Federal Commissioner C, A. Buell last 
week and van bound over to the grand 
jury on n charge of violation of tho postal 
laws. The arreBt camo as a denouement 
to the scandal that resulted In Rev. Justine 
Goodono Wade's being Bent to .an insane 
nsylum. It stirred Waukegan as no other 
recent event has ever done, with the excep- 
tion of the arrest of the minister on a 
heinous charge and his subsequent sen- 
sation n I effort to commit soicide by plung- 
ing before a Chicago & Northwestern pas- 
senger train. 

Do Vol is. a 'trading member of tho First 
Congregational church of which Wado was 
pastor. Ho is a mnn of means and nn of- 
ficial of an nbstrtict company, and bos a 
beautiful home in Ash street, Wnukegnn. 
Thin home wns thrown open to the accused 
clergyman aftei tbo hitter's exposure an 
thn author of obscene matter Bent through 
tbo mails. Do Vol was a leader among 
those who rallied to the support of, the 
clergyman, and who refused to accept as 
true the charges made against him by tho 
postal authorities, 

Coming in tho wnko of the tragic climax 
of Rev. WnuVa life, when he was con- 
signed to n madhouse through the leniency 
of the government in dropping the crim- 
inal charges ngainst btm f tbo arrest of tho 
staid, Bolid citizen, Do Vol, created a pro- 
found sensation," All Waukegan is won- 
dering where the fedeml investigation will 
end. 

Comment hinges on tbo rumor that the 
government baa unearthed a publishing 
house secretly conducted in Waukegan for 
the purpose of disseminating forbidden 
matter and that the incarcerated minister 
was at the bead of it, Others nre said to 
have been identified with the institution, 
which wns known aa the Hygiene and 
Tokology company. 

A small but complete printing press has 
been seized by the federal authorities, to- T- 
getber with all the paraphernalia and rec- 
ords of the institution.' Tho authorities 
refuso to talk of the caso or mako public 
any of the facta in their possession. 

De Vol's arrest took place atbu business 
office 'Poslofhce Inspector McAfee made 
the arreat and quietly took the prisoner to 
Chicngo, where he was turned over to the 
authorities. He waived examination and 
was held to the federal grand jury under 
bond of 81,000. 

.In connection with his arreBt it devel- 
oped that tin- government worked quite n 
clever tittle coup on him to get bold of the 
literature the government clnima ' is pro- 
hibited from tbo mails. 

According to a report, the government 
secret agents went to a mail order house in 
Indiana, nnd worked through them, man- 
aged. to get them to place an order for cir- 
culars with De Vol which would bo Bent 
directly to the government ngenta. 
- Innocent of the personality of his custom- 
ers, DeVol.'of coarsa sent the circulars ns 
ordered und the result was thut they pro- 
cured the pnpero which they now charge 
wore prohibited from mails. 

After making the statement in, the local 
press, DeVol refused to discuss his case 
whatever. Ho said ho wanted to have one 
say and that was the end of his discussion. 
He, however,' denied, the Btatomont 
made by bis friends that he bad been ex- 
pecting notion on the part of the federal 
authorities. 'One man said that, soma 
tlmoaaopoVol made the remark: "Well, 
they'll (meaning the government) get mo 
yet- if I doiit took out," Ho denied having 
made such a statement^ nny time.

The big trctM of the United Stato 
are not ull l n tlio show grov M of Call, 
fornlu by any means, nl though many 
iwoplo tuivo the idea that tho sequoias 
nre the giants of American fores ta. it 
Is true that they are the largest tu clr- 
cuuifemiee,- but iuany of the red firs 
around I'uget Sound grow to ns great 
bight, for HpeclmeiiB buve been fcljed 
which measured 325' feet from the point 
where they were cut to the topmost 
branch. They were really eight or ten 
feet longer, because' measured only 
along the fallen trunk. 

Such Is tho size of the ml firs In 
some parts of the State of Washington 
that timbers .for bridges ISO feet In 
length hnvo been sawed froin a siugio 
trunk, while ship spars over 100 feet 
long are frequently taken from them. 
They are fnr more graceful and sym- 
metrical thnn the sequoias, for the rea- 
son that, ls>lng. smaller, around at the 
bottom, they taper upwnrd more grad- 
ually. \ 

The sequoias, stich' ns is seen In the 
Big Tree grove in Mariposa eounty, 
CA1., bulges out for 75 to 100 feet from 
the ground up, Which gives It n baity 
and ungainly appearance compared 
with the flr. Bui this bulge is so large 
that some of the trees huve helps cut 
through them in the form of arches big 
enough to allow u two-horse team to be 
driven through. 

When a flr Is 15 foot In diameter at 
tbo butrit niRkes fl pretty big tree. On 
some of tho Islunda of Puget Sound,' as 
well ns In the country north of Seattle, 
trees of this »lz have been fonnd 
among the smaller ones.

In ono of tho most hopeless In Georgia, 
a Boctety was formed which began by 
planting a double row of trees along 
Its control roadway. This is "now a 
handsome boulevard. 

The street Is curbed with granite, 
grass has' been made to grow and 
shrubs have been sot out everywhere 
Rural parks,' churches draped with 
vines, and house yards vying with one 
another In beauty all make tho\pin.ce 
an Eden With this town. as an/object 
lesson no ono noed despair of even the 
most forlorn little village.
